Although Nick likes 
the idea, he does not like Doc Ganson (GEORGE COULOURIS), a double-crossing has-been, nor his two seedy pals, 
Windy (RALPH PETERS) and Shake (JAMES FLAVIN), whose original idea it was, and who would have to be cut-in 


on the profits. But two million dollars is a lot of money so Nick agrees to make the pitch.

Teaming dynamic John Garfield with a hard-hitting, 
fast-moving script that offers the star plenty of tough 
competition from a group of unscrupulous petty racket- 
eers and, in equal dosage, plenty of romantic dalliance 
with a lovely lady, seems an infalliible formula for sure- 
fire screen entertainment.
